Idea of Confederation 

Who first conceived the idea of 
linking together in a strong and per- 
manent union the scattered colonies 
of British North America, it would be 
difficult to say. ‘Probably, like a good 


many other Important movements, : 
this idea of Confederation was a 
gradual growth, simmering in’ the 


minds of a few men of vision until 
j the time was ripe to make it a reality, 
Most people are inelined to associate 
j ft with the Mathers of Confederation, 
but the idea ig much earlier than 
their day. They, however, took hold 
of it and trimmed and fashioned it 
into a practicable scheme, 

Of the thirty-three Fathers of Con- 
federation, perhaps seven may be re- 
garded as the governing minds. 
These thef actual Fathers of 
Confederation Macdonald, Cartier, 
Galt, ‘Tupper, Brown, McGee, ‘Tilley, 
and it is probable that Galt, although 
lithe is heard of him to-day, should 
rank high even among these.
